The Mergei wus dugl notified in the Gaxette of India of 
the 9th of March 1948 , and the new Province came into 
existence on the 18th of April 1948 as a centrally adminis 
tered area under a Chief Commissioner . For administra 
tive purposes the Province was divided into four Dis 
triots : 
(1) ( hamba District for the territory which was known 

as Chumba Stute before the Merger ; 
( 11 ) Mandi District (with beadquarters at Mandi) for 

the territories which were included in Nandi 

end Suket States ; 
( 111 ) Surmovi District (with headquarters at Nahan ) for 

the aron of the pre-Morger Sirmoor State ; 
115 ) Vahabu District for the territories which were 

Tormerly included in the 17 Sinila Hill States 

aforesaid . 
In view of the changes that had tuken place in the consti 
lutional and administrative position of several Indian 
States, including the Stetos which now form part of the 
province of Himachal Pradesh , the President of tho Consti 
tuent Assombly issued Notification No. CA /49- Ser . /48- I 
on the 2nd of August 1948 , framing Rules for filling vioan 
cies in the seats in the Constituent Assembly which had 
boon allotted to these States . Rulo 4 ( 2 ) provided , inter 
alia , tint in the States whero uo legislature existed , the 
VACADOy would be filled by the members of an Electoral 
College constituted in accordance with the provisions made 
in this behalf by the authority specified in column B of 
Part II of the Annexure . In these Rules and the Annexure , 
one sont was allotted to the Himachal Pradesh and the 
Chief Commissioner of the province was Apeoified as the 
authority who was to mako provision for the constitution 
of the Electoral College . 

On the 7th of August 1048 , the President of the Consti 
tuent AsRombly addressod a letter to the Chiet Commissioner , 
llimachal Pradesh , requesting him to proceed to fill the 
recancy in the Himachal Pradesh by election to be held 
in Avoordance with the provisions of Para , 4 (2 ) of the 
Schedulo and fixing the 30th of Septamber 1948 On the 
date before which the election was to be completed . 

On the 29th September 1948 , the Chiet Commissioner 
reported to the President, Constituent Issembly that Dr. 
F . S . Parmar had been clected to the Constituent Asserably 
to present llimorhal Pradesh , and on the 7th of October 
1948 , the election of Dr Y , S .
